domestic wiretapping; the highly political 
CIA director Porter Goss dismisses McCarthy; 
the news is leaked to MSNBC; over the 
weekend, newspapers nationwide carry re- 
ports McCarthy’s dismissal for her pre- 
sumed leak Priest. Bingo. Scapegoat 
found. The message loud and clear: leak- 
ers will punished unless they are the 
president and the vice-president, of course. 

Once again, the supposedly fearsome 
and adversarial national press corps did 
piss-poor job with the story. It’s true that 
McCarthy declined any comment. But even 
cursory glance Priest’s well-sourced 
story would have revealed that she relied 
multiple, perhaps even dozens of, 
sources. But the Bushies accomplished 
their goal. They constructed false reality 
that McCarthy was the one responsible for 
Priest’s devastating scoop. 

The lies the Bush administration are 
legion. And these people will stop little 
silence their critics and intimidate 
those who are even thinking about going 
public with criticism. That’s what this lat- 
est bout McCarthyism all about: in- 
timidating whistle and scaring 
the press away from printing their stories. 

That said, McCarthy’s role — real, 
imagined, concocted almost beside 
the point.

Tuary, to get them to re- 
scind this regulation. The 
PHC did not cave in to Rom- 
ney immediately, but will 
look the issue again 
when they meet on May 23. 

Big drug companies sell 
about percent the in- 
fant formula in the US, and 
they rely on hospitals to 
give new mothers company 
“diaper bags” at discharge, 
which markets their expen- 
sive brands. Not only does 
research show that this 
practice undermines 
breast-feeding, but moms 
who choose formula feed- 
ing end spending about 
$700 more a year for these 
name brands over store 
brands. Romney wants to 
protect the pharmaceutical 
industry’s ability to contin- 
get hospitals mar- 
ket high-priced formula by 
distributing these bags. 

Baby formula drives 
health-care costs, in- 
creasing money spent by 
MassHealth and private- 
insurance companies. So 
Romney is championing 
health-care reform with 
one hand, but driving 
up health-care costs with

The media blitz the Duke rape saga 
which includes widely seen photos of the 
accuser at the party where the crime was 
alleged to have occurred — should conjure 
up memories of the Kobe Bryant case. In 
2003, a young white woman accused the 
African-American basketball star of rape, 
but the power and class advantages be- 
longed to the celebrity jock 

Bryant’s accuser found herself the sub- 
ject of death threats; her name was circu- 
lated on the Internet; sexy photos of her 
showed supermarket tabloid at- 
tached to headlines such as DID SHE REALLY 
say NO?; and she was the target of an ag- 
gressive defense intent exposing her 


sexual history. Shaken by all that scrutiny, 


the woman ultimately opted not pursue 
the criminal case against Bryant.

There have been ebbs 
and flows in the trial- 
by-media phase the 
Duke rape case.

Sure, there’s something for every media 
this sordid tale. And his col- 
umn last Sunday, New York Times public edi- 
tor Byron Calame reported that his paper 
had already published more than stories 
on the case.

Roller Derby girls may have already 
knocked down SuicideGirls as the most vis- 
ible tough-girl, inked-lady archetype in 
the pop-cultural pantheon, but Missy Sui- 
cide stands by SG’s post-Bettie Page pinup 
paradigm “confident women not 
afraid to express themselves.” Still, she ac- 
knowledges, SC has its limitations. “I’ve 
never claimed that the site would the 
feminist site for everyone 
out there. But get e-mails all the time 
from people who feel better about them- 
selves and their bodies because the work 
the models do.” Besides, 
Missy, last fall’s hullabaloo was 
“ridiculously blown out proportion.”

One such group SGBoston, which 
has 220 registered users (both SGs and 
members), but only about 50 who active- 
post.

Others are merely acquaintances.

Palo, who studies 
graphic design and teaching herself 
photography, has gotten other modeling 
jobs and camera-work connections 
through the site, well free place 
crash in Portland, Oregon. 

One of the site’s appeals is that it attracts 
women who are similarly strong willed and 
remarkable. Kera — who first learned about 
the site in 2002 when she was googling 
“suicide” (“It’s not as bad as it sounds. I 
was actually writing paper about depres- 
sion in young girls”) — really believes that 
SuicideGirls has solidified a new feminine 
archetype. “Everyone there exceptional 
about something, and they're all very 
confident about it,” she explains. 
this feminine tradition that you have to 
undermine the exceptional aspects of your 
personality because threaten the 
guy you want seduce and marry you 
or because it’s just not attractive to be ex- 
ceptional any one way The girls who 
model for the site refuse that.” 

Despite that high level confidence, 
only one local SC interviewed for this arti- 
cle has told her parents she’s naked the 
Internet. It wasn't Kera. “I was raised in 
the feminist movement taught about 
sexuality and taught to never feel ashamed 
about who lam,” the poet-in-training 
says, citing her feminine role models as 
painter Frida Kahlo and Bettie Page. Still, 
Kera thinks her mother wouldn't be 
pleased with her choice. “My mom's very 
liberal and she’s a feminist, but I think 

upset because she would think 
that I'm demeaning myself. She also wants 
me to go into politics. I have no interest in 
going into politics, but she thinks would 
make a good politician.” 

Nor was it Sid. “My mom is an ultracon- 
servative Catholic woman, sol didn’t want 
her think that I’m committing some 
kind of sin,” says Sid.

And cracking up, 
and goes, ‘What?’, and say, ‘Do you 
have any idea how fucking funny 
sounding?’ didn’t, course.” 

When GC was released, in 1993, he 
went out the road with his band the 
Murder Junkies, and in June Coughlin met 
his subject first Atlanta and then 
Chicago. Less than month later, Allin 
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died in NYC. Coughlin attended the funer- 
al in Littleton, New Hampshire, an event 
he describes as “a freak show,” and it was 
there that began have doubts about 
the authenticity of GG’s “memoirs.”

In January 1995, it became clear to 
Coughlin that the document handed him 
Merle Allin three years before was not, 
fact, memoirs but the work ei- 
ther now-vanished fan fellow prison- 
er.

The best guitarists can always be 

recognized by their sound, even if 
they spend their careers swapping amps, 
effects, or instruments. There’s a way in 
which their fingers, fretboards, and oth- 
er factors mesh that makes them iden- 
tiflable. That’s why we can distinguish 
the likes of Jimi Hendrix, Sonny Shar- 
rock, Joe Pass, Tom Verlaine, Wes Mont- 
gomery, Eric Clapton, and Jeff Beck with 
just a few notes. Also David Gilmour, 
often left off lists the greatest 
six-string rockers but deserves place 
the pantheon. 

Gilmour, who recently released his 
third solo album, On an Island (Sony), has 
been the voice Pink Floyd since the 
departure of Roger Waters in 1985. He 
joined the band in 1968, when his friend 
Syd Barrett, Floyd’s original leader, was 
unraveling. It was Gilmour’s job to step 
when Barrett chose sit the floor 
the stage wander off rather than 
play. After Barrett meandered altogether 
from sanity, the gig became Gilmour's 
alone, and along with Waters was 
architect the group’s triple apex 
creativity: the 1970s albums Dark Side of 
the Moon, Wish You Were Here, and Animals 
(all on Columbia). Some may prefer 
Floyd’s epic The Wall (Columbia), where 
Gilmour’s emotional so- 
los “Comfortably 
Numb” and “Run like 
Hell” provide powerful 
crescendi, but in hind- 
sight the Waters-led con- 
ception that recording 
doesn’t sustain the dou- 
ble album. 

Which isn’t say the 
Gilmour-driven Pink 
Floyd albums A Momentary 
Lapse of Reason (1987) and 
The Division Bell (1994; both 
Sony) are better. After 
the break-up, all the 
band’s members lost 
some mojo. But 
guitar skills, 
Pink Floyd’s 2005 
concert reunion proved, 
undiminished. 

Like Pink Floyd's ’70s 
trifecta, On an Island’s 10 
tracks explore themes 
need, dependence, satis- 
faction, and romance. 
And with Floyd key- 
boardist Richard Wright 
contributing organ and 
Gilmour sculpting subtle 
layers guitar, at- 
mospheric tune like “Red 
Sky Night” could fold 
comfortably into Wish You 


TONE POET Like Clapton and Page, Gilmour continues 
stretch blues influences all directions. 


Were Here. Other guests include David Cros- 
by and Graham Nash singing harmonies, 
Robert Wyatt on cornet, pianist Jools Hol- 
land, Willie Nelson, and Roxy Music gui- 
tarist Phil Manzanera, who produced with 
Gilmour and Chris Thomas. 

The disc flows gently, often capturing 
the idyllic sensibility its title implies. 
Nonetheless, the island Gilmour is refer- 
ring to is the self, the lone individual expe- 
riencing the world. Thanks to the gentle 
beauty of a number like the instrumental 
“Then I Close My Eyes,” with its acoustic, 
steel, and conventional electric guitars 
chiming inviting harmony, that per- 
spective never forced. 

Gilmour sings warm, unhurried 
tenor, but his true voice still his distinc- 
tive playing. Like Clapton and Page, 
continues stretch blues influences all 
directions, making bent notes, always 
sweetened by his delicate vibrato, complain 
with rock attitude soar like pelicans 
morning sun. Through dynamics, subtle 
shifts tone, and careful selection gui- 
tars, he’s able color delicate shades, 
using the thick, stinging midrange caw of 
his customary Stratocasters the base for 
his palette. Sure, Onan Island is only an ap- 
proximation of Floyd’s best creations, but 
it’s still the sound master work.

all the ink that’s been spilled 

over him around the world, you’d 

think Mike Skinner would be a little 

better known in the US, a country 

where new bundle joy 
trumps suicide bombings on the news and 
new American idols are minted each and 
every season, only to be cut down the 
next. After all, the Englishman profes- 
sionally known as the Streets possesses so 
many the vices that make tabloids 
all weak at the knees — alcoholism, drug 
addiction, a gambling problem — that he 
seems a shoo-in for a Behind the Music spe- 
cial. Oh, and spent good part last 
year dating and smoking crack with a pop 
star whose name he won't reveal. 

Despite all this and despite making 
three acclaimed albums of personal, 
cheeky UK bedroom rap — Skinner re- 
mains anonymous all but the hippest 
musophiles our fair continent. Not 
that he seems terribly concerned about 
that when I reach him at his Manhattan 
hotel room. In fact, he rather enjoys it. 
“There aren't nearly as many US fans as 
there are English fans, out and 
about in New York is a lot more fun for me 
than being out and about in London.” 

But good America may for 
resting Skinner’s autograph wrist, the 
Streets’ inability to stick with radio and 
MTV this side the pond remains 
something of a mystery. The British 
tabloid headlines notwithstanding, on 
recordings Skinner’s personality is charm- 
ing: he’s an ordinary guy whose life has 
taken extraordinary turns because he 
knows how use ProTools and tell great 
story. The beats and hooks he crafted for 
his new The Hardest Way To Make An Easy Living 
(Vice) are as catchy as anything he’s come 
up with. Can it be that the only thing 
holding him back from success in Ameri- 
ca, where hip-hop is the new pop, is the 
British accent? 

He has his own slant. “The way it 
comes across in England is different from 
the way it comes across in America. When 
you bring it to America, you're selling it to 
the kind people who are interested 
England, or interested in music anyway, 
rather than just normal people. It be- 
comes bit hipster thing. Whereas 
England it’s just mainstream music that 
the kids listen quite everyman 
form of music.” 

right there’s been little shift 
notoriety for rap/grime artists since 
2002, when the genre began popping 
on the hipster radar.

But Skinner insists 
there’s problem 
with American listen- 
ers’ hearing — in fact, 
says the problem 
may what 
missing visually.

It’s like the continua- 
tion pirate-radio cul- 
ture, suppose, similar 
to your mixtape scene. 
But with us, it’s low- 
budget videos, and 
kids download on- 
to their phones and 
stuff. There’s these 
new videos coming out 
all the time. There’s a 
lot of collaborating go- 
ing on. But it’s 
difficult see what 
looks like from outside 
of England, or sense 
how big these artists 
can become without even putting 
album out.” 

Then there’s Skinner’s shambling, 
off-beat delivery, which is often taken by 
first-time Streets listeners defect 
reflection his lack skills.

What seems 
track about his out-of-control 
spending habits has hook that hints 
bigger issue: “Memento mori, memento 
mori/It’s Latin and it says we must all 
die.” And the “Never Went 
Church” addresses the death fa- 
ther, and how Skinner sees reflections 
his old man himself.

A-Trak and Spank Rock aim keep asses moving

J culture has always been about 

the party. From the South Bronx 

Manchester to Tokyo, DJs set out 

each weekend bring the party 

the people. Lately, especially in 
the US, culture party promoters tak- 
ing this idea to the next level with national 
tours that pair like-minded party allies. 
Tonight (April 27) at the Paradise, for exam- 
ple, champion DJ and Kanye West beat 
matcher DJ A-Trak launches a US tour in 
support his new DVD Sunglasses Must 
(Audio Research) with party smashers the 
Rub tow. 

The French-Canadian Dj has some high 
ideas. want merge the performance 
and the party aspects,” says over the 
phone from Montreal. “I’m tired doing 
shows where I’m either mixing doing 
seamless and interwoven.” A-Trak (real 
name: Alain Macklovitch) is used to being 
center stage. the youngest champion 
ever, the only five-time winner, and the on- 
ly DJ ever to win the three major titles, he 
entered the heat the spotlight young 
age. But his current mission change 
the focus from his skills creating 
party atmosphere his events. “It’s still 
centered, but what I’m doing for this show 
build set where keep balance be- 
tween rocking party and spinning the 
records while keeping interesting for 
those that want see real performance.” 

Part A-Trak’s problem that his spec- 
tacular skills really can distraction. Cat- 
alogued nicely the DVD, his performanc- 
are mesmerizing. The prodigy doesn’t 
just scratch like a madman, he switches up 
tempos and throws the pitch control into 
wild reversals. He’s even been known toy 
with the rpm turntable, nimbly throw- 
ing a cut from 45 into 33 and back again. 

All around him, crowds hip-hop heads 

sit stunned by this Jewish kid with the fun- 
accent. one the DVD’s more telling 
scenes, Ice-T introduces Macklovitch 
guy “who probably couldn’t get out the 
bathroom hip-hop show,” then proceeds 
watch mesmerized A-Trak’s jaw- 
dropping talents. 

Five years later, A-Trak would rather 
make asses shake. “I’m trying bridge lot 
gaps. feel turntablism has pigeonholed 
itself, and lot people don’t necessarily 
want see turntablists anymore. have 
keep ourselves interesting and keep 
with the way music evolving and the way 
Djing evolving.” for this his 
first national headliner A-Trak has 
enlisted the Rub open. The Rub are three 
party from New York City who don’t cut 
records much they blow clubs. 
Dj Ayres, Eleven, and Cosmo Baker were

That ethos is echoed by another DJ 
his way town, Naeem Juwan 
Spank Rock, duo who’ll headline upstairs 
the Middle East Sunday with fellow 
party types Audio Vandal from Certified Ba- 
nanas and Makko. “I’m inspired 
more than any performers recently,” Juwan 
says. “Like Cosmo Baker. I’ve seen Cosmo 
out and spin slow night, he’ll spin 
the same when spins packed 
night.” Juwan and his producer xxxchange 
(real name: Alex Upton) have been bub- 
bling clubs from Baltimore New 
York for few years now. But their remark- 
able debut, Yoyoyoyoyo (Big Dada), just 
dropped this month, and it’s giving their 
profile serious boost. 

“It’s all about the music, and what 
makes the Rub happy when people are 
enjoying themselves,” Juwan says, referring 
his scene mates before taking the stage 
Denton, Texas. “I’m thinking the same 
thing. the people who come out our 
shows are not having fun, then not do- 
ing proper job.” Spank Rock’s music

Juwan’s first public performance came 
on Kweisi Mfume’s talk show in Balti- 
more. Mfume, then the head of the 
NAACP, had Juwan on to represent the best 
hip-hop time when the violence was 
its peak. He’s since toned down his poli- 
tics. “It just happened. just became dis- 
couraged and really didn’t want to spend 
time try and freedom fighter.

And 
was emphatic about having his lyrics in- 
cluded with the CD. “My favorite thing 
about buying album seeing the lyrics 
inside. I'll buy a David Bowie album and 
read the lyrics can get better under- 
standing what he’s trying say.” 

So in Yoyoyoyoyo’s booklet we get lines like 
“Slain tracks and left them hanging like a 
slave/For young eyes gaze/A 
permanent image raise them/In 
footsteps/Revolutionaries to hood rats” 
(from “Rick Rubin”). “What we are doing is 
interactive. It’s not like the people the 
scene who inspired me. never came off 
as, ‘Yo! I’m the cool guy! Follow me! You 
should know wholam,’” 

Spank Rock live comprise Juwan MC, 
xxxchange laptop, and two “It’s not 
all about me,” Juwan insists, “even though I 
perform hardest and try and 
show off little bit. rather people 
dancing and interacting with one another 
instead watching me.” 

A-Trak is on the same track. For the first 
leg his tour, he’s also enlisted French 
party-rockers Cuizinier and Orgasmic 
particularly for the party-heavy scenes 
Philly, Boston, DC, and New York City. “I 
want build journey and not just play 
one record for the sake playing record. 
Like mixtape but doing live.” other 
words, don’t A-Trak Spank Rock un- 
less you’re willing to dance. As party tours 
become regular feature rock clubs, 
too should crowds come ready to move. “I 
always say ain’t about me,” says Juwan. 
“It’s about the music. I’m just here 
dance, and you better doing the same 
when turn around.”

Yeah, C4RT 
are flirting with dated formula. But they bring quirky 
freshness and enthusiasm to what they themselves 
have referred to as a Timbaland-meets-Talking-Heads 
sensibility, momentarily erasing bad memories of Limp 
Bizkit in favor of the recent triumphs of Black Eyed Peas. 
Given C4RT's obvious marketability, the competition 
was more or less over before it began. Yes, the Rudds, 
with their lovingly retro take on ’7os rock, genuine guitar 
heroics, bagful Cheap Trick hooks, and wonderfully 
wicked frontman (John Powhida), delivered their famil- 
iar goods fine style. And scruffy Scamper were there 
represent all the indie-rockers in the crowd, with their 
melodic guitar buzz, earnest vocals, and artlessly charm- 
ing presence. But this night, came down compar- 
ing apples and oranges iPod: the Rudds and Scam- 
per don’t need to win popularity contests like this, where-

There 
was some booing amid the applause when C4RT were 
crowned by 2005 Rumble also-ran Robby Roadsteamer. 
But mostly people just seemed worn out and ready to head 
home, where all live fight another day.

2003's Glamoured, a decade after 
shaking up ideas about jazz vocal 
records and repertoire with produc- 
er Craig Street and guitarist Bran- 
don Ross on Blue Light til Dawn (Blue 
Note), Cassandra Wilson seemed to 
have settled into a steady state of 
artful, loose-tempo, dreamy jazz 
pop. Which is why it’s so refreshing 
to hear her singing over actual 
grooves on Thunderbird. New produc- 
er T-Bone Burnett combines the 
rootsy elements that have become 
part of her musical identity with 
contemporary trip-hoppy produc- 
tion. So the standout tracks —“Go- 
ing to Mexico,” with its Wild 
Tchoupitoulas “Hey Pocky A-Way” 
sample, and “It Would Be So Easy,” 
with its ticka-ticka keyboard and 
guitar figures — groove, giving a 
flexible spine to Wilson's mile-wide 
alto and free-flowing delivery. On 
dependable ancient blues like “Easy 
Rider” and Willie Dixon's “I Want 
To Be Loved,” Burnett isn’t afraid to 
lay on the slide guitar and a rock 
beat. It’s deliberate but unfussy pro 
duction, especially effective when 
the beats clear for some acous 
jazz piano chords and Wilson sings, 
“You know, the man i love/He must 
be out of town.” Reginald Veal's 
bass playing underscores the jazz 
sensibility throughout. After a cou- 
ple of listens, | even got to like Wil- 
son's “Red River Valley.”

When audiences thrill next week the 
disaster that unfolds Poseidon, one 
going complain get too upset.

Of the world’s great directors, Taiwan's 
Hou Hsiao-Hsien is one of the most ob 
scure. Not just in his lack of recognition, 
but in the detachment and obliqueness 
with which he treats the subjects of his 
films: transience, love, politics, death, 
and memory. He is also the most Proustian 
of filmmakers, and such quasi-autobio- 
graphical earlier films Dust the Wind 
(1986) and A Time To Live and a Time To Die (1985) 
draw on the pathos, the details, and the 
meditative rhythms of lost time recovered. 
Many of his recent films focus on the 
moment and its broken connections. The 
impressionistic anti-narratives Café Lumiére 
and Goodbye, South, Coodbye don’t do much to 
clear obscurity either sense 
the word. Neither will ThreeTimes. But it 
does unite his themes the recalled past 


and the scattered present, and it may be his 
most profound, if enigmatic, film to date. 

Two lovers, played by same two actors (Shu 
and Chang Chen), meet inconclusively 
three different time periods. Alluding per- 
haps his 1985 opus, Hou begins each 
episode’s title with Time for. Setin 
1967, “A Time for Love” might be the most 
upbeat. young man (Chang) about 
serve his military obligation meets a young 
woman (Shu) working pool hall.

logues the courage takes live there. 

Wesley Savick directs the piece with 
sort dry compassion, and its effect ac- 
cumulative. Four actors take the antiseptic 
stage white square containing glass 
table, couple silver chairs, and some 
props and video equipment trading off 
patients and interviewing doctors 
(in which guise they wear white coats over 
their gray slacks and shirts). There’s the 
autistic man who screams doctor’s 
touch, then carefully takes the touch back 
and replaces his arm were ma- 
terial thing. There’s the man who has been 
mental hospital for years with mem- 
ory that apparently evaporates in- 
stant. There’s the man who can propel his

body only visually concentrating every 
movement, thus losing the “freedom” to 
think and dream. There’s the man who’s 
connected to a lost, loved past through the 
Persian songs playing his head. There’s 
the man who responds keenly beauty but 
has lost the use sensible language, read- 
ing Gray’s “Elegy” with cadenced grandeur 
but sounding like Finnegans Wake. And 
there’s the man who’s enslaved his 
Tourette’s tics but, having wondered, “Why 
me?”, acknowledges that we all must all 
learn live with ourselves. 

The Man Who comprises minutes fas- 
cinating, terrifying stage time that leaves 
you wondering whether majority perception 
necessarily correct perception and admir- 
ing those who soldier bravely the minori- 
camp. Contributing the eye- and mind- 
opening experience are the sensitive, some- 
times heartbreaking, but never “crazy” per- 
formances Steven Barkhimer, Robert 
Bonotto, Owen Doyle, and Jim Spencer. 

Less the tradition Oliver Sacks and 
Peter Brook than Anna Deavere Smith 
and Moisés Kaufmann Boots the Ground 
(at Trinity Repertory Company through May 
21). Last spring, Laura Kepley and D. Salem 
Smith were commissioned Trinity cre- 
ate a work that focused on an issue impor- 
tant to the community.

Most of We All Die Alone, which collects 
Mark Newgarden’s comic art from 1983 to 
1994, is concerned with a simple truth: 
despair and humor come from the same 
place.

Swan Lake Orchestra” under Brett Morris 
in 2004, is played mostly straight; Bourne 
had one brainstorm about moving the 
“fate” passage, with trade- 
mark descending scales, at the end of the 
first act to the end of the second, where 
the Prince embraces his fate, and another 
about taking the sumptuous first-act 
polonaise double-time and turning into 
disco fare. But his limited vocabulary, all 
heaving and flailing and kicking that 
would be more appropriate to the score of 
Susan Stroman’s Contact Twyla Tharp’s 
Movin’ Out, can’t keep with the music; 
by intermission, we’ve seen everything. 
Tchaikovsky’s “bad girl” vamping for Black 
Swan Odile at the end of the ball screams 
out for a debauched cancan; Bourne gives 
us West Side Story. And the swan costumes? 
Instead of, say, the white feathered jacket 
and tights that Alexei Urmanov wore when 
skated Swan Lake and won the gold 
medal at the 1994 Winter Olympics, we get 
barechested men fluffy white leggings 
that make them look like fauns or satyrs. 
It’s Swan Lake gay Harlequin Romance. 


Finnish composer Jean Sibelius is a 
close neighbor to Tchaikovsky by the map 
but light years away in sensibility. At the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra Saturday 
guest conductor Robert Spano let 
The Bard speak for its enigmatic self, but 
the outset of Sibelius’s ethereal, playful 
Symphony No. dug into the down- 
beats rather than letting the measures 
float in the composer’s typically ambiva- 
lent way, and prodded the exasperat- 
ingly mid-tempo final march. His animat- 
ed manner seemed at odds with the music; 
l envisioned a frail, seated Paavo Berglund 
locating Sibelius’s elusive dance pulse with 
few infinitesimal flicks his left hand. 

Bach's St. Matthew Passion hasn’t been 
used for any choreography know of, but 
back Symphony Hall Sunday afternoon 
for the second of the Handel and Haydn So- 
ciety’s performances, thought was lis- 
tening to more Sibelius: Bach’s 12/8 open- 
ing chorus, “Kommt, ihr Tochter,” repli- 
cates the lilting waltz rhythm the Third 
Symphony’s 6/4 Andantino middle move- 
ment. At seven or so minutes, H&H music 
director Crant Llewellyn’s reading didn’t 
open up; only Otto Klemperer, 
11 minutes plus, makes this chorus dance. 

More problematic was the space. The 
St. Matthew Passion debuted in 1727 in St. 
Thomas’s Church Leipzig, wooden 
building with room for double orchestra 
and choir and the acoustics support 
their interplay. the Symphony Hall 
stage, the two orchestras (20 members 
each) and choruses (18 each) rubbed up 
against each other, and the soft acoustic 
isn’t ideal. 

All the same, Llewellyn was in his ele- 
ment when came the hymn-like cho- 
ruses, especially the famous one that ap- 
pears five times and later becomes the Eng- 
lish hymn “O Sacred Head Sore Wounded.” 
James Gilchrist was a dynamic Evangelist 
with both vocal and dramatic range, Philip 
Cutliffe a dark, sorrowful Jesus. Christian 
Friedrich Henrici’s recitative and aria 
texts, with their emphasis personal re- 
demption and salvation, favorite 
part this Passion, but the soloist quartet 
— Dominique Labelle, Paula Murrihy, Jef- 
frey Thompson, and Stephen Powell 
managed them with fervor, and there was 
poignant phrasing from oboist Stephen 
Hammer (accompanying Thompson “Ich 
will bei meinem Jesu wachen”) concert- 
master Daniel Stepner (with Murrihy in 
“Erbarme dich”), and Laura Jeppesen 
her two viola gamba solos. And though 
Llewellyn didn’t scale any new dramatic 
emotional peaks, went with Bach’s ebb 
and flow rather than imposing perform- 
ance concept. When every measure gets 
conductor’s respect, the result dances.

squires ill-mannered commoner, 
seeks oblivion sleazy bar. the 
edge desperation, sees vision 
the swans. But they’re not ballerinas, 
they’re bare-chested, hunky men.

Siegfried pronounced mad and locked 
his room, where the swans launch a fatal 
attack on him and the White Swan. 

Swan Lake frequently treated high- 
critical plane moral example the tri- 
umph pure love and forgiveness over the 
powers evil. Both the tragedy and its res- 
olution are realized through the choreogra- 
phy the serene and line, bal- 
ance, and elevation the white swans pit- 
ted against the fiery pointe work the 
Black Swan, and the glittering processions 
and entertainments the royal court. The 
characters and their circumstances only 
make the philosophical drama visible. 

Bourne’s retelling backs off from these 
old-fashioned zsthetics and focuses in- 
stead the social and political implica- 
tions degenerate monarchy, and the 
consequences sexual repression. The 
whole production beautifully designed 
and theatrically satisfying. 

Bourne himself isn’t classically 
trained dancer, and the only classical scene 
his ballet parody show-within-a- 
show something about butterflies, dev- 
ils and a dreamy hero in lederhosen. The 
ensemble performs expertly staged social 
dances and showy divertissements 
Spanish, Italian, and Hungarian styles. 
The corps swans leap aggressively and 
flap their arms, thrusting and twisting 
their upper bodies. Bourne wants show 
the nasty nature swans, but doesn’t 
choreograph the other side these majes- 
tic birds their gliding elegance and self- 
composure.

Prince should tame the White Swan and 
gain her trust and love, the dynamics 
seemed unequal, even reversed, in the per- 
formance saw Friday night.

Bourne's libretto makes sense. The 
swans are delusion created the 
Prince’s warped imagination.

Warhol gave them timeless relevance. His 
transcendent achievement — measured by his 
multiple Elvises, Marilyns, and Jackies — owed 
as much to selection as execution, to thought 
as action, to intuition as system.

And what he 
saw, or sensed, was that his fa-

The novels of Leonardo Sciascia 
(1921-1989; pronounced “shasha”), recently 
released by the New York Review of Books 
Classics series, are the most elegant the 

Aediterranean detective fiction. Sciascia’s 

writing owes more Pirandello and Calvin 
than to Hammett or Chandler. Both lyric and 
ironic, his prose reveals a stratified Sicily, the 
island’s inhabitants embedded and held by 
each layer of sediment: church, family, polit 
ical party, and Mafia. All are bound 
2 and resigned to the way thing 
i ve been, and always will be. 

In The Day of the Owl, one of Sciascia’s best 
books, Bellodi, a “mainlander,” as the na- 
tives derisively call him, comes south from 
Parma serve captain the carabinieri. 
must solve the broad-daylight murder 
a local businessman who resisted the 


Mafia’s demand for protection money. Eye- 
witnesses will reveal nothing, their faces “as 
if disinterred from the silence of centuries.” 
The local snitch, whose job is as much to 
mislead as to enlighten, meets with Bellodi. 
He gives him misinformation, thinking of 
“those other informers buried under thin 
layer soil and dried leaves high folds 
the Apennines staking their lives the 
razor’s edge lie between partisans and 
fascists.” shot his own doorstep. 

In between chapters, anonymous dia- 
logue conversations unattributed but un- 
derstood to be among politicians, Mafioso, 
and clergy chorus” singing the 
party line: there Mafia, there col- 
lusion, outsiders will never understand. 

In the showdown between Bellodi and 
the reigning don, Bellodi does not grasp 
what he is facing: “Beyond the pale of 
morality and law, incapable pity, unre- 
deemed mass of human energy and loneli- 
ness, of instinctive tragic will.” 

Sciascia wrote fearlessly about Sicilian so- 
ciety which had always been suffo- 
cated by violence.” His true-crime close read- 
ing the kidnap and murder prime minis- 
rt Aldo Moro in The Moro Affair laid bare the 
corruption of Italy. In fact, all of his books are 
haunted the fascist past, which forever 
compromises his beloved country’s future.

FAILURE LAUNCH 


Sony seemed to have the right idea for compet- 
ing with the Xbox 360: let them launch first 
and go through the requisite growing pains, 
and then capitalize by bringing out the PS3 
when the gild had fallen off the 360 lilly. It 
looked like a good strategy when the 360 
launch was beset by problems back before the 
holidays: not enough supply to keep up with 
demand, and an awfully buggy product. Only 


one problem for Sony: Spring 2006 is now here, 


and the PS3 is nowhere to be found. 

The blogs are abuzz with rumors that it’s 
going to be a while. Several sites, including 
SPOnG and Kotaku, reported that PS3’s pres- 
ence at this May’s E3 would be severely muted 
— limited hands-on demos and hardly any 
presence in third-party company’s booths. In 
other words, unless you're part of the accred- 
ited press, get in line, sucka. 

All this is only fueling speculation that 
there are still some major issues to work out 
with the system. The Inquirer reports on its site 
that it appears that Sony is even still bidding 
on some of the system’s components — and 
the components are currently too large to fit 
into that slick-looking case they’ve been 
showing off all over town. In other words, 
the system itself is nowhere near complete. 

Meanwhile, all this focus on the PS3's 
many potential problems has obscured two 
other developments on the next-gen front. 


Call the Bullpen 


While the year is still young, you could 
make a fair argument that ESPN’s mo- 
bile service is likely to be remembered 
as one of the biggest bombs of 2006. 
Witness: the handset compatible with 
the service, the Sanyo MVP, has seen 
its price fall from $500 the time 
the trial launch in November, all the 
way down $99 the start base- 
ball’s regular season. 

The main problem with the ESPN 
Mobile phone cost requires users 
to switch to Sprint, and to purchase 
the Sanyo handset and expensive call- 
ing plans (none of which feature un- 
limited calls or data.) Is the ability to 
watch Sportscenter on your phone worth

close to $500 when it’s all tallied? Add 
to that the fact that the ESPN mobile 
virtual network operator restricts Web 
access to ESPN-approved sites. And 
while the interface has impressed 
many reviewers, the phone doesn’t re- 
ally offer anything all that out-of-the- 
ordinary. Sports scores are available 
from the Internet, which many people 
can get through their cell phones these 
days for a cost of around $6 a month. 
While sales figures haven't comein, 
Will Leitch of the sports blog Deadspin 
took an informal poll of how many 
readers owned — or knew someone 
who owned — the phone, and only got 
back one e-mail in the affirmative. 


First, those of you who bought an Xbox 360 


in anticipation of Halo3? Well, get comfortable, 


Master Chief. The most recent reports indicate 
that the game will not be released until March 
2007, and nobody from Microsoft or Bungie 
has refuted those claims. The initial assump- 
tion was that Microsoft would wait for the PS3 
to launch for the Halo3 release, thereby taking 
a huge chunk out of Sony’s sales. But with 
Sony’s launch in flux, Microsoft is taking a 
radically different approach: instead of bring- 
ing out their marquee game time for the 
holidays, they’ll be releasing it first quarter 
when they have the stage to themselves. 

Meanwhile, the Revolution is still generat- 
ing tremendous buzz. Nintendo already has 
announced the first title for the launch: 
the noir-esque Red Steel. Also, rumors 
have been flying that the Revolution 
is closer to launch than the PS3, 
complete with, get this, twenty 
possible additional titles around 
the time of launch. 

Okay, so the Revolution’s con- 
troller looked a little goofy. But 
then again, the DS’s stylus is just as 
awkward in theory, and some of the 
Most innovative games of the last 
year were released for that system. If 
Nintendo can channel its DS energy into 
games like Nintendogs and The Legend of Zelda:

Twilight Princess (the latter of which is officially a 
GameCube title that should have enhanced fea- 
tures when played on the Revolution hardware), 
then the system could live up to its name. 

But the coolest feature of all? Revolution’s 
virtual console. We've all heard rumblings 
about its ability to download games going all 
the way back to NES, but now details are emerg- 
ing about the scope of one’s ability to play 16-bit 
style, and gamers are giddy. Why? One word: 
Genesis. Yes, you'll be able to download and 
play some “best of” Genesis titles on your Revo- 
lution. So what if it doesn’t have the raw horse- 
power the other two systems? delivers the 
goods on fun games ranging from Kid Icarus to 
Red Steel, in the minds of many 

gamers, it will not matter. 


PSP LOSES ITS MOVIES 


development the handheld front: 
while PSP continues to lead the Nintendo Ds in 
US sales, sales of UMD movies (the PSP’s movie 
format) have dropped so dramatically that most 
studios are now abandoning the format. 

The PSP orginally shipped with a UMD copy 
of Spider-Man 2. The shelves then became flooded 
with typical “guy” (or, “geek”) movies, like Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre, Bad Boys, Dark Crystal, and Kill 
Bill. But now Universal, Paramount, Warner, 
Image Entertainment, and yes, Sony Home 
Video have either curtailed or abandoned pro- 
duction of the disc, and Wal-Mart has stopped 
selling them. 

Sony, you may recall, was the same company 
who brought us Betamax in 1975 and the Mini 
Disc in 1992. Neither established dominance in 


the market, although Beta had okay 
the early '80s before it was abandoned for the 
lesser-quality VHS. UMD's problem seems simi- 
lar to what faced MiniDisc, namely that people 
don’t want to buy what they already have just so 
they can watch it (or listen to it) on a different 
machine. 

And yet here Sony is starting to roll out yet 
another new format — the Blu-Ray disc, which 
they claim will replace DVDs in the near future. 
It's VHS v. Beta all over again: this time, Sony 
will be competing with the new HD-DVD format. 

But don’t toss your PSP into traffic just yet: 
Sony’s rolling out a SlingBox-type feature that 
will allow you to watch real-time streams of TV 
shows your That something should 
all able get behind.

The 
Bottom can grip onto the Top's thighs or buttocks for support. Then the Top will dip his balls into 
the Bottom's awaiting open mouth, much like a teabag is dipped into water. The Bottom should 
suck gently on the Top's sack and run his or her tongue over and around the balls for the ultimate 
sensation. The Top can remove his “bag” from the “cup of tea” whenever he wants or return to the 
cup whenever he wants 


Tea-bagging is a great idea when a blow-job is getting a little too intense and the Top feels he 
may biow his load too soon. 


If you would like to have your mate suck on your sack, do her and Bottoms everywhere a favor. 
keep the bag clean and smelling as pleasant as possible. Tops don't expect to dip their balls into 
dirty, smelly mouths. So Bottoms shouldn't deal with sacks that haven't seen a proper washing 
since last Christmas. It's true that the real scent of a sexual partner can be a turn-on for many 
people, but there's no reason to surprise your Bottom with a general lack of cleanliness or an 
untreated STD.

restaurant by a famous chef (Jamie 
“Mistral” Mammano) focused on a 

single cuisine (Italian), with more-junior 
chef (John Delpha) the controls. Mostly 
like these restaurants, and often find them 
better than the originals because they are 
off the cutting edge and more consistent. 
This time, despite liking Mammano’s 
Teatro quite a lot, I’m underwhelmed. 

Part the problem just the rent 
Trinity Place, the luxury development that 
swallowed the previous restaurant the 
space, the overhyped fusion palace Sala- 
There something worth noting 
about the high-end customers who eat 
all the new and expensive restaurants and 
then move the newer and even-more- 
expensive restaurants: they are collectors.

moves on, you have really have some- 
thing. What Salamander had was amaz- 
ingly beautiful and even distracting decora- 
tive scheme. But this wasn’t enough 
magnet. The first smart decision Sorelli- 
was dismantle Salamander and lower 
the visual temperature with black, white, 
and dark-brown panels and stripes; gray 
curtains; and simpler geometric lamps. 
There’s also somewhat less noise (despite 
background electronica) now. Another 
shrewd decision was the more- 
familiar Italian food, albeit fancified, de- 
constructed, and priced pay the rent. 
make even easier the young and well- 
heeled, the service isn’t too formal. 

(If not part the crowd that goes 
every new restaurant, you may 
hard time finding the place. One Hunting- 
ton Avenue actually not the address 
the restaurant, but the residential part 
the building.

When you pay this much, every decon- 
structed ingredient better somewhat 
amazing. few things Sorellina are, 
but most aren’t. One amazing appetizer 
an “exotic mushroom” soup ($12), frothed 
frothed milk with the delightful, woodsy 
flavor porcini, with slightly creamy and 
garlicky broth below. But appetizer 
tripe ($12), although served rustic 
cast-iron refined the point 
pointlessness. Now, wasn’t expecting 
chitlins in a fancy room like this, but Ital- 
ians have some very clever ways with the 
gelatinous textures tripe. Yet this was 
just casserole spaghetti-sauce ingredi- 
ents (the tomatoes were supposed 
smoked) and flavors, with occasional 
gelatinous morsel. Likewise, a salad of 
greens, Gorgonzola, and bacon ($12) was 
served giant soup that only em- 
phasized overdressed heap chopped 
greens with large, tasteless croutons. 

The appetizer award probably goes 
the grilled shrimp ($18), perfect for the cau- 
tious diner. The shrimp are quite large, 
impeccably grilled, and done upina 
garlic-and-tomato sauce some flavor, al- 
though not much the hot-pepper flavor 
denoted the term “arrabiatta.” ap- 
petizer “verdure” ($13) required picky 
eating: featured good, crisp green beans 
but overly crunchy slices Jerusalem arti- 
choke, tasteless thin slices artichoke 
heart, and overly salty soup black 
olives. Because the initial menu has ve- 
gan entrée, this platter will tempt non- 
carnivores, but lacks focal point. 

Another excellent item macheroncelli 
($13/half order; $24/full), long tube pasta 
resembling uncut ziti, done hard the 
Italian style, with “American Kobe beef 
that actually had unusual 
beef flavor and wisp wine sauce, plus 
shavings sheep cheese. But cuscini 
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($12/$22), which is intended as the same 
thing inside out thin pillows pasta 
stuffed with Bolognese meat and tossed 
sage butter was just greasy. 

Like the good appetizers, the good entrées 
also seemed the simplest: terrific 
piece of swordfish ($36) with sautéed greens, 
and a very tasty sirloin steak ($39). Our server 
advised dipping the steak the Gorgonzola 
potatoes alongside, and was good call. 

The wine list is French, Italian, and 
American, and it starts in the mid $30s, 
but does provide some good choices there. 
Our wine, a 2004 Sancerre “Cuvee de Moulins 
Bales” from Celestine Blondeau ($36), was a 
good, crisp version this French white, 
with some exotic fruit scents similar to 
those you find the New Zealand sauvi- 
gnon blancs. Decaf ($3.50) was a little 
burnt, but cappuccino ($3.75) was fine, and 
English Breakfast tea ($4.75), served loose- 
leaf Chinese iron pot, was superb. 

Sorellina credits pastry chef (Shane 
Grey), and tries solve the pererinial 
Italian-restaurant dessert problem not 
much selection throwing creativity 
it. The creativity mostly doesn’t stick, 
judging “ricotto cannoli” ($9), which 
even grittier than most cannoli because 
sweet rice stuffed.into fresh fried shell 
instead ricotta cheese. limoncello- 
citrus tiramisu ($10), which is even blander 
than the usual whipped cream and lady- 
fingers because it’s flavored with lemon 
liqueur instead with coffee and cocoa. 

must said that the mocha- 
meringue semifreddo ($9) superb frozen 
mousse with embedded bits meringue 
and nuts for contrast. And a three-layer 
chocolate cake ($10) is nice enough, and 
has wonderful glacée cherries. 

Service, while informal, was accurate 
and speedy, with some good advice. The 
restaurant already popular with young 
crowd and full weekends. The large 
room allows for decent space between ta- 
bles, for lining lot them fora 
large party. There bar, 
scene, so you won't be overdressed, no 
matter what you wear.

his Baghdad Kabul. It’s the 
Gulf Coast, and the column of young men 
and women in desert uniforms carrying 
American flags are with Iraq Veterans 
Against the War (IVAW). They are part 
larger peace march making its way from 
Mobile to New Orleans. This is just one of 
IVAW’s ongoing series of actions. 

In all, about 35 Iraq vets cycled through 
this weeklong procession 250. For the 
young, often very broke, very busy veter- 
ans of Iraq and Afghanistan, that repre- 
sents a fairly strong showing. But many 
casual observers, influenced by memories 
Vietnam-era protesting, when veterans 
mobilized the thousands, expected that 
US soldiers in Iraq would turn against the 
war faster and in greater numbers than 
they have. An estimated one million 
Americans have served Iraq and 
Afghanistan, but so far IVAW has only 
about 250 members. 

For many of the more activist IVAW 
vets, their political evolution did not fol- 
low the simple trajectory one might ex- 
pect, from idealism enlistment post- 
combat disillusionment. In fact, many of 
them shipped off war despite serious po- 
litical misgivings. went Iraq opposing 
the war,” says Garrett Reppenhagen, the 
former sniper with the irreverent potty- 
mouthed patch his hat. Reppenhagen 
served a year with the Army’s First In- 
fantry Division in and around the very vio- 
lent city of Baquba. “I was reading Zinn’s 
People’s History and John Perkins’s Economic 
Hit Man before I went.” 

that? Someone went off 
killed maimed possibly kill “ha- 
jjis” despite being an anti-war leftist? 
Yes, and Reppenhagen not alone. re- 
cent Zogby poll found that 29 percent of 
soldiers in Iraq favored immediate with- 
drawal, which some see as a sign of an 
imminent crisis in military discipline. 


But the poll could be read in exactly the 


opposite fashion. the Army and 
Marines can keep the sol- 
diers fighting and fighting, even 
percent troops could favor imme- 
diate withdrawal and it would 
mean nothing. 

The question for peace activists 
thus becomes: How is it that anti- 
war soldiers continue fight? 
And what does really take for 
anti-war soldier resist? The 
answers lie largely in the sociol- 
ogy “unit cohesion” and the 
ways the military uses solidari- 
ty among soldiers as a means 
of social control. Similarly, 
the peace activism of IVAW 
requires the spread op- 
positional form loyalty 
and camaraderie. 


GENEALOG(IES) 
COHESION 
Since 1973, when Congress 
ended the draft, the armed 
forces have been restructured us- 
ing unit cohesion form deep 
discipline. other words, social 
control in today’s military operates 
through system that could have 
come straight from text French 
philosopher Michel Foucault: sol- 
diers are managed not with coercion 
but with freedom. Because they join 
their own free will, they find 
almost impossible rebel. Volun- 
teering implicates them, effectively 
stripping away the victim status that 
conscription once allowed. Soldiers 
who might resist are guilt-tripped and 
emotionally blackmailed into serving caus- 
they hate. During time embedded 
Iraq, I met several anti-war soldiers, but 
none of them considered abandoning their 
comrades. They said things like “you 
signed that paper” “they got that con- 
tract” contracts are never broken 
annulled. 
veterans are supposed the 
heart the peace movement, then

this new military culture. Understanding 
the world the military also important 
because major force the socializa- 
tion young working-class Americans. 
many rich kids (like career-boosting 
summer internship New York) doing 
what some truly poor kids (like going 
State prison drug charges), chances are 
you're learning about responsibility and 
adulthood, and escaping small-town 
inner-city America, courtesy the 
armed forces.

nando Braga, skinny, unassuming 23- 
year-old Iraq vet who still enlisted the 
New York National Guard. Braga, nowa 
poet and student at CUNY’s Hunter Col- 
lege, says became politicized well before 
the war, when helped his immigrant 
mother clean rich people’s homes. “My 
company is really anti-authoritarian. Guys 
would regularly skip formations and insult 
the NCOs.

PAST TENSE 

It’s worth recalling how badly military 
discipline broke down during the later 
stages the Vietnam War, because those 
traumas shaped the thinking today’s 
military leadership and guided wide ar- 
ray important military reforms. 

the heart the matter was the 
draft, which provoked massive counter- 
reaction that swelled the ranks the 
peace movement but also salted the mili- 
tary with disgruntled troops whose in- 
creasingly disobedient ethos spread 
many volunteers well. 1970 whole 
companies refused into combat, and 
enlisted men started “fragging” 
killing their officers. Drug use and bad 
attitudes were rampant (Fort Hood, Texas, 
became known as Fort Head). 

The group Vietnam Veterans Against 
the War (VVAW) staged dozens protests. 
One action was threatening and theatri- 
and destroy mission” that ran 
from Morristown, New Jersey, Valley 
Forge, Pennsylvania. When Nixon invaded 
Cambodia, the VVAW invaded DC in what 
the radical vets mockingly called limited 
incursion into the country Congress.” 
The culmination all was the Winter 
Soldier hearings, which vets document- 
war crimes. 

Ending the draft excised much the 
disgruntled element from the ranks, but 
professionalizing the services has helped 
create a deepening military-civilian di- 
vide. Within today’s all-volunteer military 
there much more intense solidarity than 
during the Vietnam era. After Vietnam 
the military also improved its housing, 
wages, benefits, food, and training; it 
reached out the families soldiers and 
modernized its disciplinary systems and 
promotions methods, all which im- 
proved morale. 

Another key difference between this 
war and Vietnam the use whole- 
unit rotations opposed individual 


rotations. Vietnam soldier was 
dropped into a unit for 365 days and then, 
survived, plucked out. Iraq and 
Afghanistan, battalions (500 to 800 sol- 
diers) train together, deploy together, and 
come home together. During Vietnam the 
constant flow men and out line 
companies fighting the war seriously un- 
dermined unit cohesion and camaraderie.

guy,” remembers David Cline, legendary 
activist and driving force within Veterans 
for Peace. “These kids today face a very 
different set pressures.” 

Is a Vietnam-style collapse of military 
discipline imminent? Some peace ac- 
tivists think so, pointing the estimated 
400 military deserters who have made 
their way to Canada, 20 of whom have 
applied for asylum, and the roughly 9000 
military personnel who have failed re- 
port for duty since the war began (not all 
of them have been classified as deserters). 
Recruiting numbers, meanwhile, have 
flat-lined. 

Yet while today’s military certainly 
faces crisis quantity, does not have 
the Vietnam-era problem with quality. 

During the Vietnam War the military 
had sufficient number troops 
500,000 in country for much of the war. 
The problem was qualitative: low morale, 
rebellion, combat refusal, drug abuse, 
crisis conscience. Today’s military not 
falling apart, Nam-style. Rather, faces 
crisis size: though expensive and hard- 
ware-heavy, the military simply too 
small for the jobs at hand, and it is inca- 
pable growing because too few recruits 
are joining and too many veteran sol- 
diers are leaving. 


FAMILY TIES 

Despite growing cynicism about the Iraq 
war, indications are that morale, never 
super-high during prolonged combat, 
not particularly low. Likewise, train- 
ing and equipment among the best 
the world. But 150,000 soldiers in Iraq, 
and 16,000 Afghanistan many 
their second even third deployment 
is simply not enough. When one looks at 
special categories like translators, and 
civil affairs and intelligence specialists, 
the staffing shortage becomes even more 
acute. 

hear often about the “economic 
draft” the financial pressures that force 
young people join the military. But 
there also what could called 
“alienation draft” or, conversely, a “soli- 
darity draft.” The military offers not only 
jobs but also type belonging. “The 
military like family, for lot people,” 
says one vet. many ways, the mili- 
tary uniquely straightforward institu- 
tion. Unlike society whole, doesn’t 
chy and makes bones about it, but 
such, it contains checks and balances, an 
appeals process, and clear paths forward 
for promotion. 

“The military has one the best 
affirmative-action programs the coun- 
try,” says Stan Goff, 26-year veteran 
the Special Forces, including the ultra- 
secret Delta Force. the march New 
Orleans, the rugged and compact Goff 
playing the role sergeant major, rallying 
the sleepyhead vets for the morning 
briefings, setting the tempo, always mov- 
ing. “The other thing about the Army 
that it’s fair. If you know the regs you can 
work the system.” Goff also points out that 
the highest-paid military general makes 
only about times what the lowest-paid 
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grunt earns compared with private-sector 
discrepancies that reach ratios 700 
one. 

course, other vets have stories 
racism and broken promises. Demond 
Mullins is a New York National Guardsman, 
dance teacher, and City University of New 
York college student who returned from 
Iraq only six months ago and now active 
with IVAW. Mullins embittered not only 
about losing close friend Iraq, seeing 
25 others from his battalion wounded, and 
almost getting killed himself when his 
Humvee hit a homemade bomb; he’s also 
angry about being skipped over for promo- 
tion because black and being lied 
his recruiter. “They still haven’t given me 
any money for college.” 

Such stories aside, there are many ways 
the military avoids the intense racial and 
class segregation that marks much 
American life. And the armed forces mix 
people many different backgrounds. 

“The military is one of the only places 
America where black people routinely 
boss around white people,” says Braga 
with mischievous grin. Another white 
middle-class vet from the rural South once 
described to me how his “battle buddy,” or 
assigned partner, basic training was 
ex-hoodlum who had been a homeless 
street kid Mexico. “The dude was covered 
with scars from knife fights. I mean, where 
else would have spent every waking 
minute with that guy, or he with me?” 

This egalitarian mingling and the in- 
tense camaraderie, plus decent pay, hous- 
ing for family, and constant training op- 
portunities, can make military life look 
lot better than the atomized, segregated, 
economically stagnant world outside. And 
all this creates deep-seated sense 
loyalty to the military, even among those 
who oppose its wars. 

On the other hand, Cline, Braga, and 
other activist vets all point out that unit 
cohesion can cut two ways: works like 
Kryptonite to stop rebellion, but if a tip- 
ping point reached, can serve make 
rebellion even more intense. 

illustrate the point, Braga recalls the 
story the 343rd Quartermaster Company, 
from Rock Hill, South Carolina. In October 
2004 this Army Reserve unit (Braga worked 
alongside them times) refused what 
they called mission” deliver 
fuel in a convoy of old, unarmored trucks. 

Eighteen drivers from the 343rd were ar- 
rested, but the media storm that followed — 
whole company had openly refused orders! 
helped pressure the military into deliv- 
ering armor and retrofitting its trucks and 
Humvees. Similarly, when Reppenhagen 
joined IVAW, his spotter, the guy he’d 
spent year with Iraq, also joined 
they remained team. 

The rebellion of the 343rd also pointed 
out the pragmatism resistance. “Hey, 
protesting could save your life,” says Braga.
